The Hon. Jotix LAPORTE, of Brad- 


ford county, in this State, fell dead in 
Chestnut street, Philadelphia, on Friday 
last. 
Few men, says the Press, have lived 


more honorably and blamelessly than JOHN 
LAPORTS. 
Born in one of the northern 


counties of the State, he has been identified, 
from his boyhood, with the progress and 
prosperity of Pennsylvania, lie served in 
the State Legislature and in the Congress 
of the United States, was an associate judge 
for a long period ia his own county, and 
was Surveyor General during the honeat 
and courageous State Administration of 
Gov. SIIUNK. Judge LAPORTE was about 
seventy years old when he died. In all 
this long period he secured the confidence 
and lovo of the community by his upright 
conduct as a citizen, his moral intrepidity 
as a public man, his pptriotism and his 
strict regard for the truth. 
In his decease
